Kauai, the fourth largest island and 


historically thought to be the oldest island in the 


Hawaiian Islands is also the fourth series of the 


HSNA Medals. Its brilliant facets of scenic 


splendor and its deepest, wildest, and most vividly 
colorful canyons and valley made it known as the. 
Garden Island, 

Kauai was the first of the Hawaiian Islands — 


that Captain James Cook set foot on when he 


discovered the Hawaiian Islands on January 20, 


1778. The obverse of the medal features the 


beautiful Kalalau Valley, a 4000 feet elevation 
lookout along the Na Pali Coast, The foreground 
also feature the Mokihana, the island flower of 
Kauai. On the reverse,, it features the 50th 
Anniversary of the attack on Pearl Harbor showing 
the attack on the battle ships USS Tennessee and 
the USS West Virginia with the Arizona Memorial in 
the foreground, ‘The medal will be made in one (1) 
ounce silver and bronzes and will be sold in the 
Hawaii State Numismatic Association shows on 
November 7 - 10 at the Queen Kapiolani Hotel. 
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KANAKALU the Hawaiian 
Wallabies, 8th Wood in the 
Hawaiian Endangered Wildlife 


Australia is known for many of the species of 
animals found in no other part of the world, There 
are many types of Marsupials which includes the 
Koala Bear, the Tasmanian Devil, Wallabies and 
Kangaroos and as strange as it may seem one of 
these animals live in Hawaii on the island of Oahu 
only. | 

According to the story in 1916, a _ local 
business man kept Brush-tailed Rock Wallabies 
imported from Australia as pets, Wild dogs chase 
eleven of them into the mountains of Kalihi Valley. 


There is another story that in 1916 an animal 


dealer had a pair of Brush-tailed Rock Wallabies 
«hat escaped captivity after being sold to a local 
dealer in Oahu. Never-the-less these Brush-tailed 
Rock Wallabies exist in Oahu and are able to breed 
successfully on the Koolau Mountains of Kalihi 
Valley. The wallabies, also called Kanakalu in 
Hawaiian, stand about two feet high and are gray- 
brown in color making them very hard to see, 
matching the rocky slopes of the valley cliffs. 

The wallabies are endangered, not only in 
Hawaii, but in Australia as well and should be 
protected, Many of them are killed or harassed by 
man or domestic dogs. Housing developments and the 
Likelike highway that passes through the valley has 
also made the survival of this species almost 
impossible in Hawaii. 

The reverse of the wood features a native 
Hawaiian shrub found only in Hawaii called the “Ohe 


Naupaka. These species of plant are found only in 


the very wet forest of Oahu cr Kauai, growing with 
a long light marigold yellow ctubelike flower, with 
a guava like green fruit. The leaves are smooth 
and tough and in a good wet growing area, it can 
develop into a fine healthy tree,
